retary of ihe association, who has re­ 
ceived reports from all parts of the 
growing district that the insect Is 
present 
in 
large 
and 
threatening 
number t| 
Ir 
of the meanest pests that 
can possibly attack vine crops, said 
Cates, anil one trouble is that while 
farm ers are nearly all fam iliar with 
the destruction tile insect can wreak 
on vines, many im vc not yet learned 
to Identify the bug and learn its hab­ 
its. 
The old squash bug Is a big bug, 
measuring from a half inch to an 
inch in length and thick through the* 
diameter of its body. 
It is hard* 
shelled and grayish-black In color on 
the top side. 
I t 
emits a stinking 
odor when mushed and killed. 
The 
old bugs are the over wintering tribe 
that come out fix*rn hibernating quar­ 
ters to start the breeding regime on 
the young plants. 
By reproduction 
they may remain on plants as long as 
they are Alive and by changes to sue 
cesslvely recurring vine crops may re 
t main until next fall. 
The ol*a bug is not, however, the 
most sen.Kus source of trouble. 
They 
do some damage themselves by suck­ 
ing the juices of the plant but the 
real menace comes from the young 
broods 
t ll-* t 
hatch 
from 
deposited 
eggs literally cover and very quickly 
destroy the vines even when the lat­ 
ter are a. the full stage of growth. 
The young bugs hatch from brown 
j patches of eggs deposited mainly on 
the under side of the leaves, hut at 
times on top. 
Where the acreage is 
small, a great deal of good may be 
done by mind picking the vines, des­ 
troying the obi bugs and rubbing off* 
the egg 
patches 
from 
the 
leaves. 
Where the acreage is Large it will 
be necessary to resort to dusting or 
spraying of the vines. 
Nicotine sul­ 
phate, such as is now being used in 
the dust form as a control for cucum­ 
ber beetle* and aphis or lice, will kill 
the 
newly 
hatched 
Insects of the 
squash tribe, but it will not kill the 
old bugs unless mixed at a stronger 
strength than Is now* being used. 
A 
ten per rant m ixture of dust will, 
hovvvere, kill nil the bugs, both young 
and old. 
Farm ers are urged to make a de­ 
termined fight on this enemy. 
It is 
here in vast numbers, and unless con­ 
trolled wdl make serious inroads on 
the productivity of the vines. 
Unless 
the bugs are destroyed many of the 
crops, both of melons and cantaloupes 
will Ik* destroyed. 
Fortunately by 
the dusting process, the same opera­ 
tion that controls the squash bugs al­ 
so holds in check the melon aphis or 
lice that 
most also be religiously 
; fought from now on.

Censorship for Federal] Motorists fop Safety 
Radio Speakers 


Radio ta*ks of the Public Health 
Service in the future must be censor­ 
ed by the secretary of the treasury, 
as a result of a recent, incident which 
brought criticism down on the heads 
of the health service officials. 
In a 
regular radio talk, the health service 
suggested that during slummer month* 
people eat less meat and other heat- 
producing foods as a means of keep­ 
ing 
more 
comfortable 
during 
hot 
weather. 
Meat packers heard Uh© 
program and saw the press notices 
which accompanied it and then com­ 
plained to W ashington officials that 
such publicity 
was 
detrim ental 
to 
their business. 
For years the health service has 
been suggesting that people cut down 
on meats during the summer, but this 
is the first tim e that any (complaint 
has been made. 
Perhaps business is 
so bad that any such suggestion is 
resented more quickly than in ordi­ 
nary tim u 
It is perfectly all right 
for the health service to suggest that 
meat lie eaten regularly as a means 
of creating a balanced diet, but it is 
all wron.c to mention the fact that 
bodily comfort is increased by the 
intake of less heat-forming food in 
the summer, 
, 
Government health agencies are or­ 
ganized to promote the welfare, of the 
people and not to eater to the desire* 
of commercial interests, either favor­ 
ably or unfavorably. 
A censorship 
may cut out such references to pub­ 
lic health, but in so doing, it will 
impair the services of the bureau to 
the general ihiblie.—Denton Record 
Chronicle. 


Sources of the Farm 
Dollar 


H ie deportm ent of commerce’s fig­ 
ures on the distribution of cash in­ 
come from farm products, published 
each year and ju st released for 1930, 
reveals a state of affairs contrary to 
the notion of the average person re­ 
garding value of various products. 
For 
Instance, 
wheat, 
which 
is so 
much in the public prints, lacks a 
great deal of being the most valuable 
crop. 
T hat honor belwfes to cotton, 
w hich, alt bough largely decreased in 
vain', still leads the list of crops by 
a great margin. 
Cotton is the only billion dollar 
crop, the value of lint and seed for 
1930 running 
up to $1,460,107,000, 
which vv is 
14.59 per cent of the en­ 
tire agricultural income from crops. 
W heat rtim.e second, but its value was 
only $790, 129,000, hardly more tho,J 
half that of cotton. 
There are three other billion-dollar 
departm ents producing farm income, 
representing 
agricultural 
products 
other than 
crops. 
The biggest, of 
these is milk, which produced income 
in 1930 totaling $1,453,646,000, lack­ 
ing but a few millions of equaling 
the income from oottoit 
Hogs pro­ 
duced $1292,353,OOO, exceeding that 
from cattle and calves, Which was 
$l,060,152.*)do. 
Eggs 
and 
chickens 
very nearly made the billion-dollar 
class, 
returning 
tubal 
revenues 
of 
$813,445,000. 
It thus appears that 
five other agricultural products bulk­ 
ed larger in the farm revenue than 
wheat. 
The total Income from all agricul­ 
tural products in the United States 
for 1980 was $10,008,450,000, divided 
about equally between crops and live­ 
stock products, the total for the for­ 
mer being $5,184,688,000.—Star-Tele- 
gram.

“The industrialisation which Texas 
needs is 
ne th at will make ready 
for m arket her farm products and 
natural resources. 
As such, it must 
reckon with practically every activity 
in the state and particularly with 
those pertaining to agriculture in all 
its ram lfCations,” declared John W. 
Carpenter, president of the Texa*, 
Power A Light Company, in an ad­ 
dress befire the annual convention 
of the Texas Press Association in 
San Angelo. 
“That is one of the responsibilities 
which re u s squarely on the shoul­ 
ders of the Fourth Estate. The press 
mjust always sound the call and lead 
the .way where public opinion and 
public ideals are concerned,” continu­ 
ed Mr. Cai Renter, and he urged, “we 
need to guard individualism as our 
most vital heritage. 
W hatever pro­ 
gress the United States has made, 
whatever prestige the state of Texas 
has won, has been under a regime of 
private enterprise. 
Governments can 
not effectively suspend the workings 
of economic law. 
Where they have 
tried, state, socialism, with failure im­ 
measurably worse, has been the re­ 
su lt” 
Mr. Carpenter sounded a warning 
against government ownership when 
he cautioned, “there is a danger in 
government ownership in th at sooner 
or later ii comes to rest a t cgir own 
doorstep. 
One form of control, own­ 
ership or meddling leads to another. 
Presently we have an interminable, 
and 
expensive, 
‘House 
that 
Uncle 
Sam Built.’ 
If we are to have gov- 
ernment-ninde fertilizer, why not gov­ 
ernment-made farm machinery? Why 
are we not justified in government- i 
owned flour mills, canneries, whole­ 
sale houses and grocery stores 
How 
can we discrim inate between ‘essen­ 
tial public services’? 
We all require 
roofs eve- our heads, therefore let us 
Pig Stic2c into line the lumber, brick 
and 
cement 
industries. 
We 
must 
have food therefore we are justified 
in walloping or bodily taking over the 
flour mills, the canneries, the pack­ 
ers, the wholesalers, the jobbers and 
retailers. 
“The ‘Fewer T rust’ seems to be the 
subject for current agitation,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Carpenter. 
“The electric 
industry has evidently been singled 
out for the honor of attack because 
so many people ; e benefiting by It 
and because electric service comes so 


cheap. 
There 
must 
be 
something 
wrong with a business th a t attracts 
so large a patronage, charges such 
I low rates, and yet pays regular divi­ 
dends to its stockholders. 
I fs un­ 
reasonable, they say. 
Blut if you will 
pardon the suggestion, perhaps it is 
the accusers who are unreasonable. 
“.You, who are interested in the 
growth and prosperity of Texas, will 
look beyond this dollars and cents 
comparison to the even more impor­ 
tant function that the private electric 
company is performing in the develop­ 
ment of the industries of this state. 
It Is well to remember this fact, when 
through .« nsational outpourings, am ­ 
bitious political demagogues try to 
delude tho people into the belief that 
the bullish y which has given Texas 
these facilities is a detriment to the 
state. Tho remarkable growth of this 
nation has not been by accident, 
It 
has been the result of a great human 
principle that can be expressed in 
five wards—‘Individual Reward for 
Individual Merit.’
